Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  ItLnistry  of  Health 
this  Report  is  in  some  respects  more  comprehensive  than  has  hereto¬ 
fore  Been  customary,  for  it  includes  statistics  for  the  past  five 
years  together  with  particulars  of  Public  Health  improvements  which 
have  been  effected  during  that  period. 

As  this  is  but  one  of  fifteen  Reports  which  I  am  submitting 
to  as  many  Authorities,  its  size  and  scope  are  necessarily  more 
curtailed  than  would  be  the  case  were  I  merely  acting  for  a  single 
Di strict .

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area. 

The  District  which  lies  to  the  South  of  Leicester  covering  an 
area  of  three  square  miles,  consists  of  three  parts,  namely,  Old 
Wigston  and  South  Wigston,  both  of  which  are  essentially  industrial 
in  character,  and  Wigston  Fields  a  small  residential  suburb  of 
Leicester . 

The  geological  formation  is  Lov/er  Lias  clay  and  limestone, 
the  greater  part  of  the  district  being  undulating  with  a  fall 
towards  an  affluent  of  the  River  Soar.  In  South  Wigston,  where 
we  verge  on  alluvium,  the  district  is  more  level.  The  average 
rainfall  for  the  past  five  years  is  inches.  For  the  year 

under  review  it  is  25^  inches.

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II.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority  or 
County  Council 

( 1)  Tuberculosis . 

The  hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  controlled  by  the  County 
Council,  and  in  this  connection  a  number  of  cases  from  this  County 
are  now  sent  to  the  Northamptonshire  Sanatorium. 

( 2 )  Maternity .  ( 3 )  Children  . 

The  whole  of  the  provisions  for  iilaternity  and  Child  Welfare 
are  under  the  County  Council,  and  the  matter  is  dealt  with  compre¬ 
hensively  year  by  j'-ear  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer . 

( 4)  Never  . 

The  Leicestershire  Isolation  Hospitals  Committee  control 
eight  hospitals  with  a  total  of  85  beds.  Patients  from  this  Dis¬ 

trict  as  from  others  throughout  the  County  are  sent  to  such 
hospitals  as  ha,ve  beds  available  for  the  disease  from  which  they 
are  suffering.  The  majority  are  sent  to  the  nearest  hospital 
which  is  situated  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  of  Blaby. 

( 5)  Small  Pox . 

There  are  two  Small  Pox  hospitals  provided  for  the  County  as 
a  whole . 

Other  Institutional  Provision  :- 
None  in  this  District. 

Ambulance  Pacilities:- 

(a)  Per  Infectious  Cases:-  Motor  Ambulances  are  provided  in 
connection  with  the  Isolation  Hospitals. 

(b)  Por  Non-Inf ectious  Cases  and  Accident:-  None  under 
District  Council.  The  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  other  volun¬ 
tary  organizations  provide  the  necessary  facilities. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres :- 

All  under  the  County  Council. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority: - 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  for  this  and  fourteen  other 
Districts  in  four  Counties.  The  Combined  Districts  cover  50O 
square  miles  and  have  a  population  of  about  120,000.  No  office 
or  clerical  staff  is  provided. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  District  Survej^or.  An 
assistant  in  his  office  is,  inter  alia.  Designated  Officer  under 
the  Housing  Regulations.

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III.  S^WITARY  CIRCUMSTAITCES  OR  THE  AREA. 


Water : - 

The  Leicester  Corporation’s  mains  convey  the  Derwent  supply 
throU;<^hout  the  District. 

Rivers  and  Streams : - 

ITo  case  of  direct  pollution  by  sewage  has  been  brought  to 
notice . 

Drainage  and  Sewerage : - 

The  District  is  efficiently  drained  to  a  large  sev/age  farm 
where  tanking,  filtration  and  broad  irrigation  result  in  a  fairly 
good  effluent.  Dor  the  sma.ll  area  of  Wigston  Yields  the  sewage 
is  separately  dealt  with. 

Yellowing  a  Ministry  of  Health  enquiry  in  19^5  it  is  hoped 
that  comprehensive  improvements  will  shortl3^  be  commenced. 

Tenders  ha,v€  already  been  obtained  for  carrying  out  a  portion 
of  the  Sewerage  extension  scheme  for  the  District.  A  second 
electrically  driven  pump  has  been  fixed  at  the  Crow  Mills  Pumping 
Station. 

Closet  Accommoda.tion : - 

The  sanitary  conveniences  of  the  District  are  approximately

The  necessity  for  the  complete  abolition  of  the  latter  is  a 
sanitary  measure  which  is  entitled  to  s^^-stematic  attention. 

The  most  insanitary  hove  already  been  replaced  by  W.C’s,  and  I 
trust  that  every  effort  ?/ill  be  ma,de  to  eliminate  most  of  the 
remainder  during  the  course  of  the  current  year. 

Scavenging : - 

This  is  efficientl3^  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  employees, 
the  refuse  being  tipped  on  a  disused  sewage  farm.  The  desirability 
of  providing  a  Destructor  is  appreciated,  but  the  matter  is  de¬ 
ferred  on  economic  grounds. 

In  connection  with  the  House  Scavenging  a  second  motor  tip 
wa.ggcn  has  been  purchased  and  a  garage  is  being  erected  at  the 
ScavVenging  Depot  . 

j.he  Bye-Laws  as  to  Huisances  ha,ve  been  revised. 

Swinvning  Bath :  - 

The  Open  Air  Swimming  Bath  at  South  Wigston  continued  to  be 
well  patronised  during  last  season  and  meets  a  great  need.  The 
Council  is  providing  additiona-1  dressing  accommodation.

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled 
by  Bye-laws  8.nd  Regulations  : - 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District  and  there 
are  no  Canal  Boats.  Two  Offensive  Trades  are  registered,  viz:- 
an  Offal  meat  and  bone  Boiler  and  a  Tripe  Boiler,  A  few  ;/ears 
ago  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  was  caused  by  effluvium  nuisance 
from  these  businesses.  Improvements  were  effected,  and  last  year 
is  almost  the  first  during  which  no  complaints  have  reached  me. 

Schools : - 

The  six  Public  Elementary  Schools  are  all  provided  with  the 
public  water  supply  and  suitable  sanitary  conveniences.  They  are 
on  the  whole  kept  very  satisfactorily.

HOUSING. 


!•  General  Housing  Conditions:- 

The  population  of  the  .District  is  on  the  v/hole  well  housed, 
and  the  necessity  for  improvements  in  the  sanita,tion  of  existing 
houses  has  year  hy  year  received  regular  attention.  The 
systematic  inspections  hy  the  Designated  Officer  under  the 
Housing  Regulations  was  in  large  measure  in  abeyance  during  I925 
but  has  now  been  resumed.

I  cull  the  following  particulars  from  the  Chairman’s  Annual 
Statement  for  1925:- 

"The  44-  houses  on  the  Orchards  Drive  are  now  occupied. 
They  cost  £445  each  (excluding  road  charges) ,  The  48  at 
South  Wigston  erected  under  the  Housing  Act,  1923,  cost 

each,  for  34,  and  £363  *13  •4-  each  for  the  remaining 
14.  Subsidies  in  respect  of  houses  erected  by  private 
enterprise  have  been  granted  for  I6I  houses,  in  all.  The 
Council  has  received  permission  to  issue  Certificates  to  a 
total  of  258. 

"In  view  of  the  Ministry’s  regulations  as  to  sales  of 
subsidy  houses,  the  Council  has  imposed  a  condition  that  in 
all  cases  of  houses  being  sold  within  3  years  from  the  date 
of  their  coiiipletion ,  the  deeds  of  conveyance,  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  as  to  the  purchase  money  paid,  must  be 
produced . 

"One  of  the  houses  erected  under  the  Assisted  Scheme 
has  been  sold  to  the  tenant,  and  the  Council  has  informed 
all  the  tenants  on  the  South  Wigston  and  Orchards  Estates 
that  these  houses  are  for  sale  to  the  occupiers. 

"Two  plots  of  surplus  land  on  the  Orchards  Estate  have 
been  sold  . 

"A  Site  has  been  purchased  in  Timber  Street,  on  which 
it  is  proposed  to  erect  11  additional  houses. 

"Leicester  Housing  Scheme.  136  of  the  houses  being 
erected  on  the  Leicester  Housing  estate  are  in  the  Wigston 
District.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  City  Author¬ 
ities  to  provide  Electric  light  and  also  sewera,ge  facilities 
for  these  houses."

It  will  he  noted  that  Veterinary  Inspection  of  niilch  cov/s 
is  now  systematic,  all  the  herds  having  heen  examined  twice 
during  the  year . 

The  County  Council’s  arrangements  for  the  hacteriological 
examination  of  milk  are  leading  in  every  District  which  has  had 
recourse  to  them  to  a  definite  raising  of  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  milk.  In  this  District  fifty  samples  were  taken 
and  submitted  during  the  year,  being  returned  as  "Good",  8 
as  "Pair",  none  as  "Moderate"  and  11  as  "Bad". 

The  percentage  of  good  milks  (62)  is  above  the  average  for 
eight  Urban  Districts  in  the  County  which  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  scheme.  ¥e  hope,  as  a  result  of  the  steps  which  are 
being  taken  to  help  the  producers,  to  see  the  percentage  in¬ 
creased  in  the  returns  for  the  current  year  and  above  all  to 
obtain  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  percentage  of  "Bad"  milks.

Eighteen  inspections  of  slaughter  houses  were  made  during 
the  year,  and  they  have  been  found,  on  the  whole,  to  be  main¬ 
tained  satisfactorily.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  inspecting 
at  time  of  slaughter.  There  were  no  seizures  nor  was  any 
carcass  or  part  of  a  carcass  condemned  for  Tuberculosis.  No 
contraventions  of  the  bye-laws  are  reported.

During  192^,  134  inspections  were  made  of  89  houses  in  which 
infectious  disease  was  reported.  90  houses  were  disinfected. 
Dirty  walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms  in  houses  in  which  infectious 
disease  was  notified  were  cleansed  and  re-distempered  or  re¬ 
papered.  Bedding  etc.  from  cases  of  Scarlet  Eever  and  Diphtheria 
was  sent  for  steam  disinfection.  This  is  an  expense  which  might 
well  be  spared  save  in  special  circumstances.  The  value  of  the 
procedure  in  these  diseases  is  greatly  over-rated.

The  case  of  Small  Pox,  which  was  of  the  exceedingly  mild  t^rpe 
to  V7hich  we  have  recently  grown  accustomed,  occurred  in  a  man  v;-ho 
worked  in  a  factory  in  Leicester.  He  took  to  bed  at  the  outset, 
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3  0  there  were  not  many  Contacts.  Those  most  i.mmediately  exposed 
to  infection  were  vaccinated  in  good  time  and  the  patient  was 
removed  to  hospital. 

Seventeen  of  the  Scarlet  I'ever  cases  and  I3  cases  of  Diph¬ 
theria  occurred  in  South  Wigston.  The  prevalence  of  the  latter 
disease  in  South  Y/igston  formed  the  subject  of  a  Special  Report 
which  I  submitted  in  1922.

The  Attack-rates  (i.e.  the  mean  annual  number  of  cases  per 
1000  of  the  population)  for  the  quinquennium  are  as  follows :- 
Diphtheria  3*39.  Scarlet  Bever  0*65.  The  corresponding  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  are  1*29  and  2*65.  It  is  for  the  more 
serious  disease,  Diphtheria,  that  the  attack-rate  is  higher  in 
Wigston  than  in  most  other  districts;  but  for  the  past  three 
years  conditions  are  more  satisfactory. 
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With  regard  to  Tuberculosis  the  death-rate  forms  a  much  more 
satisfactory  criterion  for  comparison  than  does  the  attack-rate; 
for  in  1921  and  1922,  and  to  a  less  extent  subsequently,  many  of 
the  cases  were  unnotified.  The  death-rate  from  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  for  the  five  yea^rs  averages  0‘88.  For  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis  the  rate  is  0*24.  The  rates  for  England  and 
V/ales  are  not  yet  available  for  1925 »  "but  for  the  preceding  lustrum 
the  respective  figures  are  0*87  and  0*12,
